Said He Would be. 








The Fear of God is 
Upon us For Our 
Good. * 


Sometimes our services are 
nearly like the description of 
heaven. The experience God 
has given thousands of His 
blood bought saints is enough 
to be envied by the holy angels. 
Just to think the Holy Spirit of 
God comes to dwell in our mor- 
tal flesh. It is almost too good 
to be true. Why is it not heav- 
en on earth, when it is He that 
came down from heaven? He 
came from the Father and the 
Father is surely in heaven. 


When Moses was about to 
leave this world he recounted 
many of the experiences of the 
past and seemed to rejoice be- 
cause God had so wonderfully 
delivered Israel from. the bitter 
waters through which they had 
passed and the fiery trials they 
had endured during their long 
march from Egypt to Canaan. 
After reviewing the past quite 
extensively he suddenly. carries 
his hearers over to the present 
but with scarcely any time of 
lingering there he leaps over on 
the other side and, tells them 
“That your days may be multi- 
plied, and the days of your chil- 
dren, in the land which the 
Lord sware-unto your fathers to 
give them, as the days of heav- 
en upon the earth.” (Deut. 11: 
21.) 


In reviewing this subject it_is 
not our purpose to advocate an 
immortal life here in the flesh, 
or that absolutely perfect life 
that seems so frightful to many, 
but to dig into a life of trust 
and sweetness of experience 
that brings us into a close re- 
lationship with heaven and in- 
to that sweet fellowship with 
the saints of all ages who have 
long ago entered that beautiful 
country beyond the blue. It is 
the wish of the writer to make 
it appear that heaven is not far 

away, and that entering there is 
probably not much more than 
putting off one suit of clothes 
and donning another. 


In dwelling upon a similar 
subject the great Apostle Paul 
exclaimed, “For we know that 
if our earthly house of this tab- 
ernacle were dissolved, we have 
a building of God, an house not 
made with hands, eternal, in 
the heavens.” (2 Cor. 5:1.) 
Here is a picture of what is 
awaiting the  blood-washed 
saints. Our bodies, then, are 
the houses in which we dwell 
and at an appointed time the 
old house is to be put off and 
we move into the new. This 
statement is verified hy Paul’s 
further explanation. “For in 
this we groan,” says our saint- 
ly instryctor, and we know this 
very well, for all know very well 
about the deep and agonizing 
groans that is characteristic of 
the human race. 


This body is subject to dis- 
ease, wounds, and pains. Our 
earthly house is all the time 
wasting away and new cells and 
body material are added. It is 
sensitive to the surroundings. It 
can be made to feel good or bad 
by the influences and actions of 
others. Only a word sometimes 
brings sorrow and pain, and on 
the other hand a word some- 
times brings delight and ecsta- 
tic joy. This body can feel the 
winds blow, and the waves of 
heat or cold. It feels the pow- 
er of words of discomfort. It 
feels the power of words of 
comfort and cheer. It is sensi- 








tive to almost everything that 
comes. This is while we are in 
our earthly house—during the 
groaning time. 

But Paul: takes us further 
over when he says, “Earnestly 
desiring to be clothed upon with 
our house which is from heav- 
en.” (2 Cor, 5:2.) This gives 
food for thought on two lines, 
one is, that the groans call for 
the heavenly house, the . other 
is, that we are to live either in 
an earthly house or a heavenly 
house, and we ourselves want 
to be clothed with one or the 
other, and do not want to be 
left. unelothed. If it is a fact 
that the groans are prayers 
then there are many prayers 
constantly going up for the 
change of the earthly to the 
heavenly house. And this may 
not be a bad view of it for Paul 
says, “Ia this we groan, ear- 
nestly desiring.” Some one has 
said that prayer is the sincere 
desire of the heart, then if this 
be true the groans must be 
prayers. 

The prayer is calling for 
the house from heaven. This 
does not indicate that the spirit 
of the man is to goto heaven 
before being: clothed with the 
new house from heaven, but it 
rather indicates that the house 
comes down from heaven and 
the man enters into the heaven- 
ly house right hera on earth. 
And this view .is not without 
some Scriptural foundation for 
the very next verse indicates 
that it is not desirable to be 
found naked. In this house we 
groan and pray for the house 
from heaven, and this makes 
one think that the house from 
heaven comes down to clothe 
the one who puts off the earth- 
ly house so that there may not 
be any interval of nakedness. 
“If so be that being clothed .we 
shall not be found naked,” said 
Paul. 

There is no interval of na- 
kedness, and yet there may be 
if these groans and prayers do 
not prevail in bringing the 
house down from heaven. But 
these groans evidently teach 
that the spirit does not want to 
be left naked when it leaves the 
body. The spirit that groans 
wants a house and if it is forced 
out of the earthly house—this 
present human body—it wants 
the house from heaven to come 
down at once to prevent any 
interval of nakedness. The next 
verse is sufficient proof of this 
view. “For we that are in this 
tabernacle do groan, being bur- 
dened: not for that we would 
be unclothed, but clothed upon.” 
This leaves no place for any in- 
terval. It is out of one house in- 
to the other. 


And when these changes 
come they are days of heaven 
upon the earth. Haven’t you 
ever felt the presence of heay- 
en when some of your friends 
were dying? Haven’t you heard 
the groans calling for the new 
house? Did it not seem to you 
that the room was filled with 
angels? Was there not a pe- 
culiar sacredness possessed 
your being? Was it not a time 
of stillness, and almost breath- 
lessness? Did not the péople 
talk in a whisper and walk on 
tiptoe? When they closed the 
door was it not done in quiet-|: 
ness? There’ are reasons for 
all of this quietness. The house 
from heaven was coming down 
to clothe upon the spirit as it 
departed from the body of the 
saint. " 

Oh, how blessed it must be* 
for a saint to die! No wonder, 
the Psalmist sang, “Precious in | 
the sight of the Lord is the: 


death of His saints.” (Psalm 
116:15.) It is death and yet it 
is not death. It is death to the 
earthly house, but it is mortali- 
ty “swallowed up of life.” The 
Apostle said God arranged this 
plan, and it is no wonder it is 

go precious to Him as He 
at the performance. With 
a degree of pride the mechanic 
stands and watches the ma- 
chine he has made perform the 
thing for which it was designed 
and made. God watches His 
groaning child with joy and sat- 
isfaction as the house from 
heaven clothes down upon him. 
No interval of nakedness. The 
house has come down just like 
God has planned somewhere 
back in eternity. 


Our eyes are not guaged so 
they can see it. We only hear 
the groans and fee] that peculiar 
sacredness on those days. of 
heaven on earth. The Lord is 
with His people at such a time 
just like He said He would be. 
And the house comes down 
from heaven and clothes upon 
the sainted spirit and wafts it 
home to God, This is. not 
foreign to Paul’s teaching be- 
cause he further says, “Being 
thereforé always of good cour- 
age, and knowing that whilst 
we are.at home in the body, we 
are absent from the Lord:***We 
are of good courage, I say, and 
willing rather to be absent from 
the body, and to be at home 
with the Lord.” (2 Cor. 5:6,8.) 


Following this the great Apos- 
tle exclaims with jubilant -vic- 
tory in life or death, ““Where- 
fore we labour, that whether 
present or absent, we may be 
accepted of him.” The revised 
version reads, “be well-pleasing 
to him.” Now, this is- what I 
wanted to get to—that whether 
in life or death we can be well- 
pleasing to God. If death 
brings such a degree of sacred- 
ness, what should life do for us? 
Or, in other words, we want 
days of heaven upon the earth 
just as truly in life as in death, 
and since the Lord is with His 
people just like He said He 
would be, there can be no rea- 
sonethat we should not expect 
days of heaven on earth. 


The Church of God is His 
own institution and since it was 
built by the Lord who came 
down from heaven we conclude 
it is of heavenly origin, hence it 
is not a worldly institution al- 


world. Jesus told His disciples 
that although they were in the 
world they were not of the 
world. Like the house from 
heaven that comes down to 
clothe upon the Lord’s saints at 
+ death the Church of God is a 
house from heaven to clothe up- 
on His saints and keep them 
while they live. This house 
prevents nakedness. It is a 
house—the house of God—(1 
Tim. 3:15), and its founder 
#came down from heaven so it 
is of heavenly origin. This 
further explains why it is called 
the Church of God—this is its 
name, and this house from 
heaven has clothed upon many 
thousands of His saints and 
kept them from being naked— 
exposed. 

Some body will begin “te 
think now that to be outside 
means to be naked or unclothed, 
but I have not said that, al- 
though such a thing may be 
true. I know one thing by

“The Church of God is the 
house from heaven and it car- 
ries with it a peculiar sacred- 
ness that no other institution 
ever has had or ever can have. 
It is from heaven, however, on- 
ly as its Founder was from 
heaven. He built it here to 
house His saints so that they 
will have a place to call home. 
It is a sacred home and very 
forcibly reminds us of the days 
of heaven on earth. And now 
since heaven is so near it be- 
comes us to walk worthy of 
God and please Him in all 
things lest we be thrust out, 
unclothed, and made naked, and 
put to shame before the inhabi- 
tants of three worlds. If I were 
put out I’m sure I would fee 
like I was not dressed. I woul 
want to hide myself from a 
who ever knew me. I’m sure 
shame would be written on my 
face. Truly it is a_ serious 
thing to be outside this sacred 
institution. It may not be as 


bad now as it will be a little) 


farther on. 

This. dispensation 1s rapidly 
drawing to a close. The Church 
of God is going to finish up) 
what it commenced in the days; 
of the Apostles. It was sacred 
then, it is sacred now. It is the 
same and not a new organiza- 
tion. And thus it carries with 
it the same sacredness. It is 
under the same rule that will 
be followed over in the millen- 
nium. ‘Those who are faithful 
and loyal in and to the govern- 
ment here will be given a posi- 
tion of honor and trust over 
there. But the man that is dis- 
loyal here will have no place of 
trust and. honor over there. 

It is time for us to walk softly 
before God lest we yield to a 
spirit of pride and self-will and 
refuse to abide by the rules of 
government marked out by the 
Bible and explained to us and 
authorized by the Assembly, 
like the decrees of the great As- 
sembly at Jerusalem about 
nineteen hundred years ago. I 
am. afraid that we yet have 
some who do not fully realize 
the sacredness of this great in- 
stitution, and this is where the 
rule is good and will serve to 
get them in line provided they 
do not rebel when those in au- 
thority serve notice that they 
must obey the rules or suffer 
the consequences. 

In the light of this view of 
things who cannot see the value 
of humility and submission? 
Paul means everything he says 
when he teaches people to bow 
to authority. How easy it is 
for some people to fall into the 
same murmuring spirit that 
possessed many of the members 
of the Church in the wilderness. 
I'd be afraid to say what I have 
been told some of our ministers 
have said. I'd be afraid I’d lose 
favor with my Lord so I would 
not be given a position over in 
the millennium. The members 
were warned in the wilderness, 
but some of them were so 
headstrong and self-willed that 
they would not heed the warn- 
ings. As a result of their mur- 
muring and grumbling whole 
families perished, and thousands 
were slain by serpents and dis- 
ease. 

The Church of God is not to 
Hasty 


or rebellion. The fear of God 
is upon us for our good, and 
rebellion or disloyalty will be 
called into account with less 
time of waiting as we approach 
the end. We are facing some 
cold facts now and in a short 
time you will see this state- 
ment verified without me hay-

“For there are three that bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Ghost: and these 
three are one.” 1 John 5:7. 


We will use this text to begin 
with. It is no small pleasure to me to 
commend the subject of the Deity 
or Godhead to all who love God and 
in particular to those who are labor- 
ing to serve Him in the ranks of 
the great Church of God. 


We are living in an awful age now, 


an age of greed and superstition, an | 


age too in which the devil is trans- 
forming himself into an angel of light 
to deceive the very elect—those who 
have been saved, sanctified, filled 
with the Hoty Ghost and added or 
joined to the Church of God. Rom. 
16:17; 2 Cor. 11:14,15. 


This is not a very intricate subject 
to be understood as some would have 
you think, however, it is a subject 
of vast importance and is arresting 
the minds of many people nowadays. 
There are many people in the world 
today being deceived as to the reality 
of Three distinct persons in the Trini- 
ty or Godhead. Let us lay aside men’s 
ideas, theories’ and opinions. about 
this matter and look closely into 
God’s law, the law of liberty, and see 
what we can about it. I am _ sure 
we are not prejudiced against any 
body of people in the world but we 
want the truth before the people at 
any cost to us, therefore, let us be- 
gin to turn on the search light of 
God’s good Word and _ study this 
thought carefully and prayerfully 
with the thought in mind of satis- 
fying our hearts for time and eter- 
nity. 


Webster says or gives the defini- 
tion of Trinity as: Union of three 
persons (Father, Son and Holy Ghost) 
in one Godhead. Of course ‘we are to 
bring this message only in, the light 
of the good old Bible. The form of 
Paul’s benediction to the Corinthians 
proves the doctrine, “The grace of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of 
God, and the communion of the Ho- 
ly Ghost, be with you all. Amen.” 2 
Cor. 13:14. 


Again it is taught in the promises 
of Jesus, “And I will pray the Father, 
and he (the Father) shall give you 
another Comforter * *'*. Even the 
Spirit of truth.” John 14:16,17. Here 
the three persons of the Godhead are 
clearly revealed. The Son prays; the 
Father answers; the Spirit comes. 
The Holy Ghost is “another Comfort- 
er,” a second comforter succeeding 
the first who was Jesus Christ and 
both were given by God the Father. 


Is the Holy Ghost a living animate 
person or being? To be sure He is. 
The Seziptures are clear on His per- 
sonali‘ty—His power to act, to think, 
to will, to speak and if His person- 
ality is not made plain in the Scrip- 
tures then it is impossible for human 
language to make it so. 


Indeed, I am fully persuaded that 
if.an intelligent heathen who had 
never seen the Bible, should for the 
first time read the four gospels and 
Acts of the apostles he would say that 
the personality of the Holy Ghost is 
as clearly revealed in the Acts as 
in the personality of Jesus Christ in 
the gospels. 


But there are those who, while they 
admit His personality, yet in their 
loyalty to the divine unity deny the 
three or unity and maintain that the 
Holy Spirit is only the Father mani- 
festing Himself as Spirit without any 
distinction in personality but this 
view cannot be harmonized with cer- 
tain Scriptures. While the Bible and 
reason declare that there is only one 
God yet the Scriptures clearly reveal 
that there are three persons in the 
Godhead—Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 
We have folks scattered over the 
world here and there so limited in 
their understanding that they accuse 
us of preaching three Gods. Such a 
class of folks like that ought to be 
like brave little Daniel of old; ought 
bo oy their windows open toward 
heaven. Dan. 6:10. 


Let us notice some ot the Scriptures 
our opposers use to fight the Deity 
or Trinity with: First, we will take up 
Isa. 42:8, “I am the Lord; that is my 
name: and my glory will I not give 
to another, neither my praise to 
graven images.” 


Before we proceed any further, we 
must bear in mind that this is God 
the Father talking to the Son, the 
servant, telling Him (Jesus), the 
servant, about His (God’s) promise 
and glory and that special honor and 
glory was to be given unto Him and 
no. other. Learn a lesson of His glory 
and power, “Listen, O isles, unto me; 
and heatken, ye people, from far, The 
Lord hath called me from the womb; 
from the bowels of my mother hath 
he (God) made mention of my name.

Thus we are given two 
records of Him being seen. standing 
at God’s right hand. I will proceed to 
cite you to one more Scripture where 
we see Him (Jesus) seated at God’s 
right hard. “Who being the brightness 
of his glory, and the express image 
| of his person, and upholding all things 
| by the word of his power, when he 
had by himself purged our sins, sat 
down on the right hand of the Majes- 
ty on high.” Heb. 1:3. 


John Wesley says, “The knowledge 
of the three one God is interwoven 
with all true Christian faith with all 
vital religion. But I know not how any 
one can be a Christian believer til] 
he hath the witness in himself; till 
the Spirit of God witnesses with his 
spirit that he is a child of God; that 
is in effect till God the Holy Ghost 
witnesses that God the Father has ac- 
cepted him through the merits of God 
the Son.” Can you not understand old 
Brother Wesley? I am sure we all 
can. I feel that we have given enough 
Scripture citations to satisfy most any 
skeptic but for fear some might not 
yet be thoroughly satisfied as to uni- 
ty and Deity of the Godhead we have 
decided to go a little further into the 
subject. Unity is a great thing and we 
find that God’s dear Son prayed for 
it in the seventeenth chapter of 
John. “Holy Father, keep through 
thine own name those whom thou 
hast given me, that they may be ONE 
even as WE are.” John 17:11. The 
Trinity is one’in plan and _ purpose.

Ques. ‘Who are the locusts to hurt 
by their sting? 

Ans. They are to hurt the men 
who have not the seal of God in their 
foreheads. 

Ques. Who will have the seal _ of 
God in their foreheads? 

Ans. The 144,000. See chapter 7. 

Ques. Will the sting of the locusts 
kill the people? 

Ans. No. It will only cause great 
torment and suffering for. five months. 

Ques. What shows something of 
the seriousness of the sting? : 

Ans. Men will try to commit suicide, 
they will seek death. Verse. 6. 

Ques. Will they be able to gratify 
their desire to get away from them by 
death? 

Ans. No. The welcomed death will 
flee from them. 

Ques. What are the names of the 
king that leads this loeust band? 

Ans. In Hebrew, he is valled Abad- 
don and in Greek, he is called Apol- 
lyon. 

Ques. What do these two names sig- 
nify? 

Ans. They signify that they are to 
affect both Jew and Gentile. 

Ques. Where does he come from? 

Ans. He is the angel of the bottom- 
less pit. Verse 11. ‘ 

Ques. What does John mean by 
the angel? Are tbhere not more an- 
gel than one in the pit? 

Ans. The angel has reference to the 
main leader of the hosts that come 
out of the pit. iis 

Ques. If the leader of these infernal 
hosts that John called locusts is an 
intelligent angel of the pit, why is it 
not reasonable to believe that the lo- 
custs are intelligent spirits of the un- 
der world? 

Ans. Yes. Everything points out 
that they are spirit horses from the 
infernal regions. 

Ques. Wuat is said of the sound of 
these lecusts as they go? 

Ans. The sound of their wings will 
be as the sound of chariots of many 
horses running to battle. Verse 9. 

Ques. What does Joel say of this 
very event?

To All District Overseers and Pastors 
in Missouri: ! 

Just a few words of advice as we 
have some who have not had the op- 
portunity to attend an Annual As- 
sembly and are not thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the rulings and teach- 
ings in regard to good organization. 

As the Assembly has ruled, that all 
the churches be divided into classes 
with class leaders, I believe we should 
do just what is ordered by the Assem- 
bly. I surely mean to do my very best. 
As we go into this last great struggle 
I see the need of guvod organization. 
Now this must he done in the local 
churches by the pastors, through the 
instructions of the district overseers 
and help of the state overseers, °in 
order to get in close touch with each 
member. 

I know we want to do our best in 
Missouri so let as get busy and not 
just go through in an easy-go-lucky 
way. What the Assembly authorizes 
must be carried out if we are loyal 
to the Church. If we don’t do our 
duty in the local churches how can 
things be perfectly carried out at 
headquarters. You should know that 
we state overseers can not do _ the 
work of the district overseers and 
pastors as there is a work for all. 

Here is my request. I ask each 
pastor to have your churches divided 
into classes or bands. It makes no 
difference how small or weak your 
church is, if there are only enough 
members for two classes, divide into 
classes and appoint class leaders to 
meet and pray and look after the gen- 
eral interest of the members. There 
is a chance for the weak churches to 
grow when the need of every mem- 
ber being on the job is seen. 

I appeal to the district overseers 
to look after this matter. See each 
pastor and help all of them in getting 
their churches divided into classes. 
If any of you need my assistance be 





free to write me and if there is any- 


thing you don’t understand I will 
gladly advise you. 

Let every pastor see that the treas- 
urer’s monthly report is sent in on 
time and in proper order. I am not 


| aware of it if any churches in Missou- 


ri are not reporting but if some are 
not it is our duty as good pastors 
and overseers to look after this mat- 


' ter. 

| Since reading Brother Tomlinson’s 
| piece on the first page of the Evangel, 
| Feb. 4th, I have decided it is my duty 
’ as overseer of Missouri to do my best 
to carry out the Assembly rulings and 
by God’s help I will and I am sure 
I have some good loyal preachers, 
both pastors and district overseers, 
who will stand by my side and help 
in this matter.
